RUSSIANS MAY PREFER A 
CONFLICT TO COMPROMISE 


e Paris, Oct. 14.—It was disclosed today that ‘‘neutral” countries in 
- the United Nations Security Council would attempt temorrow’ to 
break Russia's diplomatic sitdown strike against consideration of the 


Berlin crisis. 


Under the lead of Dr Juan Bramuglia of Argentina, the delegates of six 


countries prepared a list of questions to 


be put to 


Russia and the Western 


Allies when the Council takes up the crisis. If they can get the Russian dele- 
gate, Andrei Vyshinsky, to answer, his sitdown strike will be broken. ~ 
\ Delegates from Western areas believe, however, that Mr VyshinsRy will 
refuse to answer questions; in line with his announcement that he would take 
- no part in consideration of the Berlin situation. 


At the two meetings today, Mr 
Philip Jesscup of the United States, 
Sir Alexander Cadogan of — Britain 
and M. Alexandre Parodi of France 
started drafting a resolution asking 
the Council to condemn Russia's 
blockade’ of Berlin os a threat to 
peace. : 


Sources close to Dr Bramuglia sald 
he blamed the Western Allics and 
Russin alike for the failure of hls 
attempt to effect a compromise on 
Berlin and might refuse to yote for 
any resolution condemning Russla. 
Dr Bramuglia tried to get ready for 
a six-nation questionnaire on Berlin 
so the delegates would have time to 
study it before Friday's meeting.

“We need it 
to make electricity shafts for re- 
bullding Germany under the Mar- 
shall plan. It is the only press ‘ in 
Germany. which can do the Job.” 


The small group of British experts 
who are the Ruhr watchdogs looked 
sround the Ruhr. Within 20 miles 
of Krupps they found four smaller, 
but still massive, presses all able to.

In his frat publié address alnce 
his return from the United Nations 
deliberations, Mr Bevin told a 
luncheon meeting of the National 
Union of Manufacturers: “If I 
cannot get agreement on tho Issue 
that has got to bo settled, can wo 
live together? What areas do they 
want to livo In? What is the extent 
of their ambitions.” 

Labelling the Russtans “expnh- 
siontsts,” Mr Bevin continued: 
“They dre the Inst of the im- 
perlalistic races—nos imperialistic ns 
the Czar ever was. We have ceased 
to be an Imperialistic jrace, we 
dominate no one. We accept 
equality with .everyone in religion, 
fn colour and tn status, and in the 
arens , we still ‘control we have 
directed our energies towards {n- 
dependence and self-government. 

“We seek no power to upset thelr 
system, but we must resist any 
attempt on their part to destroy 
our liberty, If we cannot fix nan 
agreement with our neighbours, at 
Jeast Jot them keep over thelr side 
of the garden wall and enjoy their 
own Iift in their own way." 

Mr Bevin concluded: “2 will not 
advocate any interference, but if 
they seck to disturb us they must 
not be annoyed {ff we are upset 
at their intervention and defend our. 
selves."—United Press. ; :
